Chicago, M ay 30.—W ith roll of drum s 
and sound of bugles the body of W alter 
Q. G resham w as received back yester­ 
day by his hom e city for sepulcher. 
All 
the honor a great 
people 
could 
pay w as placed upon the bier of the 
dead secretary of state. 
T he highest 
officers of the land stood about the flag- 
draped casket as it w as lifted from the 
train w hich had borne it on its long 
journey 
from the capital, 
w hile the 
power and m ajesty of the nation, typ i­ 
fied in its m ilitary forces, paid tribute 
by drooping colors. 
The city of the 
dead statesm an ’s adoption w as present 
at his grave by her officers, the state 
paid him tribute, the bench, the bar, 
the people. 
The funeral train, consisting of five 
coaches, arrived at the station of the 
Illinois C entral at 2 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
In 
the funeral party, besides 
the fam ily of the dead secretary, were 
P resident 
Cleveland, 
Secretary 
Car­ 
lisle, Secretary Lam ont, A ttorney Gen­ 
eral Olney, P ostm aster General W ilson, 
Secretary H erbert, Secretary Morton, 
Secretary Sm ith and A cting Secretary 
P h i. 
W hen these had a'ighted the casket 
w a s borne from the train by eight ser­ 
gean ts of m arines to the state hearse, 
to which were attached six coal-black 
horses, w aitin g below. 
Stretching far

in g of the troops from Fort Sheridan, 
w ho received the body and the W ash­ 
ington party. 
E ight com panies of the 
F ifteen th U nited S tates Infantry, un­ 
der com m and of Colonel H um phrey, 
w ere drawn up in com pany front next 
to the station. 
Beyond w ere Troops 
B and 
K of the Seventh C avalry and 
Capron’s L ight B attery of A rtillery. 
A s the body w as rem oved from the 
train the com m and presented arm s, the 
long roll of muffled drum s w as heard 
and then the salu te w as sounded by the 
trum peters. 
Behind the cask et w alked the honor­ 
ary pallbearers, consisting of the m ost 
prom inent citizens of Chicago. 
W hen the 
casket 
had been placed 
w ithin the hearse, the fam ily of the dead 
premier were escorted to the carriages.

TRY THE POWER OF LOCOMOTIVES 


Chicago A North Western Officials Make a 


Uniform Test of Motive Power. 


A test of motive power of the loco­ 
motives on the Chicago A Northwest­ 
ern road is being systematically made 
with the expectation of getting a 
proper uniform rating of the hauling 
power of all engines. 
Hitherto the 
size of freight trains made up st 
freight terminals, has been reckoned 
ss being composed of so many loaded 
or empty cars, regardless of the total 
weight curried in each car. 
The ob­ 
ject is to ascertain in tons the weight 
which each class of engines can pull 
over 
all 
grades, 
regardless 
whether 
it 
takes 
fifteen 
cars 
to 
have 
that 
tonnage 
or twenty. 
Adopting a unit 
of 
weight which is ss handy and conve 
nisnt as the ton, puts the carrying ca­ 
pacity of all engines of the same class 
on an equal footing. 
In this way it 
is expected that locomotives will not 
be either overloaded or underloaded, 
which is apt to be the case at present. 
The teats are conducted by the gentle­ 
men having in charge the engineer­ 
ing departments, they being repre­ 
sented by such officers ss William Mc­ 
Intosh, Hugh Montgomery, 
W. H 
Graves and H. W. Battin. Last week’s 
tests involved experiments on all the 
severest grades of the Winoes A St.
